INTERESTING STATEMENT BY SIR EDWARD GREY. 


October 14. 6.40 p.m. 

Before a fall and attentive House, Sir Edward Grey made an 
important etatement regarding the diplomatic position in the 
palkeus. He emphasised that onr desire waa that the wer shoald 
not epread, bat the entry of Tark-y had oompletely changed tho 
ritaation. The Alliea then concentrated on eacaring sa agreement 
between the Balkan States, bat the feeling ia the Balksna was not 
one of nuion, thaugh it was clesr, thst only a preponderating 
victory for the Allies oould be achieved by a policy of union. He 
showed how Germany's promises to Bulgaria were at the expense of 
her neighbours, He sflicmed that Roumania throaghoat had re- 
mained friendly and favoured the policy of a Balkan union. Sir 
Edward psid a tribute to Serbia's skill and courage (choera). : Tue 
etry of Bulgsria had mado 8 great difference in the situation bat it 
wag obvious that the interests of Serbia aud reece were one, 
They atood or fell together, Sir Edwerd Grey concluded that, in 
view of the Serbo-Greek troaty, tbe Grecks muat welcome the 
assistance sent to Serbia through Greeca and eaid that France aud 
Britsia were acting in the closest co-operation, while Russian troops 
were promised ag goon as they were available, The allied military 
staffs were carrying out their plans m ‘st carefully and he believed 
these were based on sound atrategy. The stroggle-that Serbia was 
making for her nationa) existence waa intense and scute, bat the 
final isaae was bound up in the whole Allied csnse. 

Sir Edward Grey emphasised that hia statement dealt with the 
diplomstio, not with the military side of the situation. Hoe declined 
to reply tothe criticiems of a portion of the Presa upon the 
diplomacy pursued in the Balkans because the present waa a eome- 
what delicate time fer such a discussion. He proposed, therefore, 
toconfine himself to a short resume of the general objects 
of British diplomatic policy in the Near Esat, Hoe 
desired at the outeet to bring no other countries of the Balkans 
into the war, Hetherefore assured Tarkey that,if sho remsiaed 
neutral, the Allies would see that neither Turkey nor Turkish people 
suffered in the tarme of peace. The entry of Tarkey into the war 
obanged everything. Turkish ships were forced by German officers 
to fire upon Russian porte and shipping without notice or provoca- 
tion and all the obligations of the Allies towarda Tarkey then 
ceased, Six Edward then explained how the Allies worked for a 
Balkan agreement, bat theeovereigns and governmentsof Germany, 


Aastris and Bulgaria had eucceeded in forcing their policy of war}. 


against that of the Allies, which was founded upon 4 realisstion of 
the hopes and aspirations of all the Balkan Statea implying an 
oprortuuity to peoples of the same race, eentimenta and religion to 
join themaclvest> that Stale which waa most akin.to them. 
Ta the courss of the negotiations we wore infcrmed that the 
Geutrsl Powers had offered Bulgaria more for her neutrality th-n the 
Allies could in common fairness offer for Bulgaria's active sapport. 
With reference to the statement that no. crcrot treaty existed 
between the Central Powers and Bulgaria that. was too maob to ask 
us to believe. Balgaris, who bad received largs promises from the 
Central Powers for ber neutrality, bas been reduced to enter the 
war with out any provisions at a'l. Thee promices, whatever they, 
are, must be at the expense of her neighbours without aoy 
corresponding advantage {fo the latter. Throughoat 
wo have remained on the most friendiy relations with 
Roumenia, who has been entirely favourable to our policy of 
promotiog 8 Balken sgreement,. Not a division has beer shown 
throughout snd in readinets to promote it the Allies themualyas 
have united in their diplomatic efforts. “I now come to the critical 
question of Serbia. Throughout the war, we Allica have given Serbia 
all the assistance in our power, though Serbia's geographical position 
and the nead for our forces elaewhere made that agaistance limited.” 
Sir Edeard recalled the skill. and courage with which Serbia, 
after ber previous evacuation of Belgrade, turned upon her enemies 
and expelled them. This, he asid, was one of the most remarkable 
things of thia war. Dat this time the entry of Balgaria had mades 
great difforence in the eitastion. Galgaria’s’ atiaok. on Sarbis 
raises §4the’ ~ question of Greeos’a treaty obligations. 
For the attitude and intentions of the Greek Goveranient at. the 
moment and the feeling of the Greek people, I oan only refer to 
recent sposchea of M. Zaimis aod MM. Vonesilos, but it is obvious 
that the interests of Greece and Serbia are now one and-in the long 
run they atand or fall ‘together.

No fewer than 100,000 sum- 
monsea for non-payment of rates 
have ben isaued by the rating 
department of Oasmborwell 
Borongh Council. This ia great 
ly in exoasa of any previous issue, 
aod is attributed to tho unpre- 
oedentsd increase of 5d. in tha 
pound levied on the genoral rate 
owing to @ apec:al demand by the 
Camberwell Beard of Guardians 
in Ssptember last year, It is 
chiefly the professions! olacsea 
renideat in the borough who have 
boen hardest hit by this high 
rate, which ia nearly 10s. in tho 
pound. 

Professor W. B. Bottomley. 

Professur W. B. Bottomley of 
King's College, London, referrad 
at the meeting of the B itiah A - 
gociation at Maxchester to the 
behaviour of o special sabatancs 
found in peat treated by bacteria, 
called auximones, which had 
remarkable - fects in promoting 
plant growth, and which wera 
Spparently essential to plant 
nutrition. Professor Hartog said 
that the meeting of the eection 
would be remembered for the 
paper, and the influence it would 
have on the food supply of the 
world. The president of the 
section said that the conclusion 
reached showed that Professor 
Bottomley was on the fringe of a 
very great discovery. 

Whitebalt at Greeawlch. 

Pomibly oue reuson which 
might be put forward for the de- 
osy of the old whitobait dinnera 
at Greenwich of which we have 
boen hearing something in con- 
nection with the closing of the 
Trafalger, may be found in the 
expense involved.

Three Conditions from Berlin's 
Armed ** Peacemakers.” 


(From The Daily Chronicle 
Special Correapondent, George 
Bateman). 

Now York, Sept. 3.—Desoribed 
as “sathoritative though unoffi- 
cial,” 8 etatement iasued to-day 
by the German Embassy here 
formulates the terma of penoa 
which would be now acceptsble 
to Germany. 

This remarkable docament in- 
clades a forecast, or warning, 
that the price to be paid by Ger- 
many’s present enemies will ho 
heavier if acceptance is delsyed. 

The terms atipulated in this 
“ aathoritative though unefficial” 
manifesto are .— 

1, Independence of Poland. 

2, Eqaality and fall rights for 

Jewa everywhere. 
3, Complete freedom of the 
poas. 
No amplification ia given of the 
phrase in Clause 3. 


The Peacemskers | 

The Evening World refers 
to the German etatement that 
Berlin's action in making conces- 
niona to America was primarily for 
the purpose of “ joining forces 
with the U.S.A, in efforts to 
establish the freedom of the seas 
and promulgate an early Karope- 
an pesos”: and that the eettle- 
ment of the principle at atake be- 
tereon the German and American 
Governments was only a second- 
ary purpose. 

Appsrently, the double purposs 
of Germany is to appear in the 
eyes of America ax having propos 
ed conditions which involve only 
the satiafaction of the highest 
ideale of world government ; the 
Germans asking nothing forthem- 
selves, Then, when these con- 
ditions which do not include 
that first asaontial, the restoration 
of, and compensation for, Bol- 
gium—bave been rej-oted, tho 
middle European Powera can pose 
ae the victims of a war-inflamod 
Europe, 

Berlin also desires to pretend 
that Germany and America are 
co-operating for the ending af the 
war—thereby the Ksicer's ad- 
visers hope to influence other 
neutrals. 


Concessions, Limited. 

Meanwhile America’s second 
thoughts are modifying the esrlier 
and too-jubilant estimates of the 
value of Germany's so-called 
“concession” on the submarine 
controversy. . 

This country ie beginning to 
realise. that the limitation . to 
“liners” leaves unaocepted . the 
President's primal inaistence upon 
the righte of non-combetsnts and 
neutrals. to protection’. from 
asssssination, co

Ho says that from tho State Da. 
partment comes a re-affirmation

The Girman Embaeey, being 
asked whether Germany ie pre- 
pered to concede this wider de- 
mand, replied, “Certainly not; our 
purpose is to gasrantes only the 
lives of passengers ou regular 
psasenger ships.” 

Meantime the peace rumours 
which circulate here are chiefly 
based on the inapired German an- 
nouncement that the Central 
Empires are propared to ceaee hon- 
tilitien if they be allowed to retsin 
go mach of the plunder stolen 
from the unprepared regions of 
Europe; to redraft the map of 
the world; to build armies and 
navies ; to point to their control 
of the oxeane; and to reorg:nics 
the mid-Karopeso monarchies in 
coslition, oroshing the smaller 
nationalities iuto adjuncts o! 
the Pan.Germen empire. 

The World remarks that 
when Germany is prepared to 
talk of the kind of peaca which 
will not oaly render justice to 
the wronged peoples, bus will 
aleo guarantee to civilisation some 
meagoro of protection againat the 
Moloch of militariam—thon the 
Govarnment and people of the 
US A. will immediately reapond. 
What Some Americass Kaow. 

Parie, Sept. 3. In the Figaro 
the well-known writer “‘ Polyhe,” 
referring to the German-American 
negotiations, says :— 

“Tho Germans baye lost so 
many submarices that it does not 
cost them much to promise 
America that they qill hence. 
forth aobatsin from torpedoing 
merchant vearele. 

“Thus the American Republic 
may be brought to believe thet 
it hae gained a diplomatic victory; 
and the Lusitania crime may 
remain unpanished throughout 
the ages.. , 

“There are Americana who 
kuow, within e very small margin, 
the number of Germsn sub- 
marines which ‘now sleep at the 
bottom of the sea; others have 
only to ask in order to receive 
information.” 

Peace Talk.

STIRRING APPEAL BY MR. 
LLOYD GEORGE. 


“If wo ero not allowed ‘to 
equip our factories and workshops 
with sdequate labour to supply 


our armies; because we mart not, 


tranegrosa regulations applicable 


| to rormal conditions; if proctices 


are rosintained which reatrict the 
output of essential: war material ; 
if the notion hesitates, wheo the 
need is clear, to take the neceaeaty 
atepa to call'forth ita mantood to 
defend honour and existence; if 
vital divisiona are postponed ‘an- 
til too late; if we neglect to moke 
ready’ for all probable eventual 
ities; if, in fact, we give ground 
for the sconsation that we are 
slooching-into disaster as if we 
were walking Slong the ordinary 
paths of pesce without an enemy 
ia sight—thon I can see no hope; 
but if we esorifice all woown tn! 
all we Jike for our native land; 
if our preparations are characior- 
ized by grip, resolution; and 6 
prompt readioess in every sphere, 
them -victory ig sesared.” 

In these etirring worda Mr. 
Lloyd George conoludes a remark- 
able preface, which waa iesued 
on Beptember 13, to a shilling 
yolume of bie war speeces. 
cA ‘The yolume was published by 
Messrs. Hodder and Stoughtcn, 
under the title “Through Terror 
to Triumph.” 

The following is the text of the 
preface: — 

Alter twelve montha of war my 
conviction is stronger than ever 
that this country could rot bave 
kept out of it without imperilling 
its security and impairing its 
hocour. We osuld not have 
looked on cynically with folded 
arms whilst the country we bad 
given our word to protect wae 
being ravaged and troddea by 
one of our own co-trastees, IF 
British wortn and obildren were 
being bratslly destroyed on the 
high sess by German submarines, 
this nation would bava insiated 
on oslling the isfanticide E~pise 
toastornreck-ning Ivorything 
that haa happened einca the de- 
claration of war bas demonstrated 
cleanly thst a military system 
go regatdleca of good faith, 
of  bonourable obligations, 
and of the olemontary im- 
pulses of hamanity constituted a 
menace to civilization of the most 
sinister obaracter; and despite 
the terrible cost of supprossing 
it, the well-being of humanity 
demands that such a system 
atiould bechallenged and destroy- 
ed. The fact that events have 
aleo shown tbat the might of this 
military clique has excreded the 
glcomiest prognostications pro- 
vitles an additional argument for 
ita deatraction. ‘The greater the 
might the darker the menace. 

Tho Conditioa of Victory. 

Nor have the untoward tnocid- 
antgof the war weakened my faith 
in altimate -victory—stwaya. pro- 
vided: that the Allied nations put 
forth: the-whole of théir strengti 
eto it istco late. ‘Anything los 
‘must lead todefeat. The Allied 
countries have an over- whelming 
preponderance in the raw material 
‘that goea to ‘the makiog aud 
equipment of armies, whether in 
men, money, or acozsaible motala 
and machinery. Bat (hia matorial 
haa to be mobilized aad atilized. 
It twculd bs idle to pretend. that 
‘the firet 12 months of the war bag 
agen: this task acoimplished satia- 
faotorily. Had the Allies realized
